line with a thin layer of the soft 
crumbs, Put in a single layer of 
the oysters; then sprinkle witn half 
the minced parsley, celery, salt and 
paprika; dot with half the butter.

Then repeat. Pour in the cream or 
milk, Cover with the buttered dry 
crumbs; bake 25-30 min. in a mod- 
erate oven, 375° F. Garnish with 
pimiento strips and parsley. 

Roast Squab Chicken 

Order 4 squab chickens (each 
weighing from 1 to 1% lbs.) cleaned 
and dressed for roasting.
